.Washington, April 22. — A proclama- 
tion announcing u blockade of Cuban 
ports wan issued to-duy. After reciting 
tho substance of the joint Intervention 
resolution and stating the necessity of 
blockading nil Cuban ports m carrying 
the resolution into effect the proclama- 
tion proceeds us follows: "Now, there- 
fore, I, William MeKinley, President of 
the United States, in order to enforce 
tin; suid resolution; do hereby declare and 
proclaim that the United States have in- 
stituted and will maintain a blockade of 
the north coast of Cuba, including ports 
on said coast between Curdinus ami 
Bahi Honda, and the port of Oienfuegas 
on the south const of Cuba, aforesaid. 
In pursuance of the laws of the United 
States and the law of tuitions applicable 
to such cases an felHcient force -will be 
posted so us to prevent the entrance and 
exit of vessels from the ports afore- 
said. Any neutral vessels approaching 
any of said ports or attempting to leave 
'the same, without notice or knowledge 
of the establishment of such blockade, 
will be duly warned by the commander 
of the blockade, who will oiuliyr.se on her 
register the fact and the date of such 
warning, when such endorsement was 
made; and if the same vessels shall 
again attempt to outer any blockaded 
port she will he captured and Bent to 
the nearest convenient port, for such 
proceedings against her, and hoi" cargo 
as prize as may be deemed advisable. 
Neutral vessels lying in any of said 
ports at the time of the establishment 
of such blockade will be allowed thirty 
days to issue therefrotu. 

DECLARATION Oh 1 WAR 

Washington, April 22. — There is a dif- 
ference of opinion among Uie members 
of the house foreign affairs committee 
as to the advisability of a formal declar- 
ation of war by congress. The wishes 
of the administration, however, will be 
followed in this regard. If the 
administration considers a formal 
notification to the powers of the exist- 
ence of war sufficient congress will make 
no declaration. There at re some mem- 
bers of the house, however, who believe 
a declaration should follow the first 
overt act in order to define the interna- 
tional status absolutely. 
DIPLOMATIC ARRANGE*! BNTS. 

Washington, April 22. — As a result of 
the objections raised by the stale de- 
partment to tho joint French and Aus- 
trian representation of Spain in this 
country it is understood that u satisfac- 
tory arrangement bus been made by 
which the ambassador and minister will 
divide their duties and will act separate- 
ly iu looking after Spanish affairs. The 
arrangement was made after a confer- 
ence between Judge Day and the am- 
bassador and minister. At the outset 
the department took decided ground 
against "joint representing," believing 
that it tended to confusion nml was 
quite unusual. It was explained, how- 
ever, that Spain has made her request 
simultaneously to Franco and Austria 
and that both governments had accepted 
simultaneously. Having two acceptan- 
ces the Spanish government did not feel 
at liberty to prefer one over the other 
but accepted the protection of both 
countries. While this explanation was

CONTRABAND. OF WAR. 
London, April 22— The Attornoy-Gen- 
eral, Sir Itiehurd Webster, replying to 
questions in the House of Commons to- 
day, said that, so far as the government 
knew no agreement had been reached 
by the signatories of the declaration of 
Paris as to whether coal and liquid fuel 
were contraband of war. He added that 
if it were decided that they were contra- 
band, it would not be lawful for neutrals 
to supply belligerents at sea. 

New York, April 22. — A special to the 
World from Madrid says: The British 
charge d'ufl'uirs, acting in the absence of 
the ambassador, culled on foreign min- 
ister Gullom and notified him that Great 
Britain considers coal contraband of 
war, and will hot allow either Spain or 
the United States to get coal . at any 
British port. He demanded to know 
Spain's intentions in regard to the right 
lo search neutral ships, expressing the 
hope that Spain would hot permit pri- 
vateering. A council of ministers was 
held to deliberate these matters. Spain 
decided to comply with the requirements 
of international law. 

New Orleans, April 22.— The collector 
at this port, Theodore Wilkins, has is- 
sued orders declaring mules contraband 
of war, and no further shipments of live 
stock are to be made from this port in 
Spanish vessels. The Catnlina, which 
had already taken on board a large por- 
tion of her live freight, rushing the load- 
ing with the utmost rapidity, was order- 
ed to desist, and 000 mules were return- 
ed to the railroad car shed. 

SPAIN SHORT OF COAL. 
Loudon, April 22— A dispatch tit the 
Daily Telegraph from Barcelona, via 
Paris; says: Grave apprehensions are 
entertained in the highest government 
circles that the issues of the war may 
be decided, not by valor, enthusiasm, or 
dogged perseverance— qualities the Span- 
iards posses in abundance — but by the 
reserves of coal and victuals, of which 
thoy have made but scanty provision in 
Culm. The Spanish government, firmly 
believing up to the very last moment 
that peace would be preserved through 
tho intercession of the Pope and powers, 
neglected to lay in a sufficient supply of 
coal. It is believed they never once 
inquired of the British, or" other neutral 
governments, whether coal would be re- 
garded as a contraband of war. The 
result is said to be a state of things 
fraught with unpleasant surprises and 
likely to bring hostilities to a premature 
end. 

THE SPANISH CAPITAL. 

Madrid, April 22.— The Queen Regent 
during the day consulted with Senor.s 
Selveiln and Romero Robledo, the Con- 
servative leaders. Tho former said he 
had agreed with the declarations of Mar- 
shall Martin and Do Campos, that 
• there are only two parties in Spain. 
One is for peace and the second is for 
war.! The first had failed and the sec- 
ond ought now to be called on." Senor 
Gomez, the Liberal leader, urged the 
Sagusta cabinet to continue in oflice. The 
Premier, on leaving the palace at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, declared that 
there was absolutely no foundation in 
the rumors of a cabinet crisis. 

Senor Sagasta lias received grand 
eloquent accounts of the demonstration 
in favor of Spaiii, which has recently 
taken place at Havana. The Premier, 
during tho day, announced that the 
Semite will meet to-morrow and that the 
chamber will meet on .Monday. 

An immense crowd witnessed the mil- 
tiray parade in .front of the palace this 
morning and intense cnthusinsni'.wa's dis- 
played when the little King appeared on 
a . balcony. A big demonstration has 
been arranged to take place before the 
military club to-night.

MANITOR-V AND NORTHWEST. 

Wheat Higher Than for Many Years— 
Railway Resolutions Favored, by 
Both Parties in Legislature. 

Winnipeg, April 22.— (Special.)— The 
Free Press published n rumor this morn- 
ing that R. A. Roblin, the present lead- 
er of the opposition in the legislature, 
is to enter, or at least has been offered 
a posit idn in the Orcenwny cabinet. The 
story was that when, the house disolves 
next year Hon. Col. McMillan will be 
appointed to the Lieutenant-Governor- 
ship and Mr. Roblin will succeed him as 
provincial treasurer. Mr. Roblin rose to 
question of privilege in the legislature 
this evening and gave tho report a most 
emphatic denial. The story was started 
by Mr. Robliu's attitude on the railway 
resolutions introduced by Premier Greoh- 
way. and which received the hearty 
support of the leader of the opposition. 
The resolutions passed the second read- 
ing in the legislature early this morn- 
ing. 

Fully fifty per cent, of the wheat crop 
has been put in the ground and by Sat- 
urday night seventy-live per cent, of the 
sowing will have been completed. The 
condition of the land could net be bet- 
ter, and in few seasons in the past lias 
it been in such prime condition as this 
season. 

Wheat, reached the remarkable price 
of .^1.12 at Fott William to-day and that 
without special assistance from the war 
scare. The price is the highest record- 
ed at. that point, in years. The benefit 
to Manitobaim is less than it would have 
been had tlie advance eome at almost 
any other time of the year, and yet there 
will he considerable profit come to the 
province. There are a' large number of 
farmers still holding wheat, and to them 
it will mean a nice profit.

Resolution Endorsing Proposal 
lor Provincial 'Government Aid 
iu Its Construction. 



Westminster Board of Trade Also 
Declares in Favor of the • 
Scheme.

Vancouver, April 22.— Mayor Garden- 
took the chair tonight at a very repre- 
sentative meeting for the purpose of 
considering the advisability of the local 
government aiding immediately the build- 
ing of a railway from -a Britiuli Colum- 
bia port to the Klondike region. Tho 
meeting was called by the Board of 
Trade, who in the words of tho chairman 
had sent n strong resolution favoring 
such a road. As the Dominion govern- 
ment were not going to take any action 
this year, it was thought Hint the pro- 
vincial government should fitep in, Tho 
speakers of the evening were Trot'. Od- 
ium, Messrs. B. Hi Alexander, W. God- 
frey, Jno. Hendry, Thos. Dunn and Ji 
C. McLagan, of Vancouver; and T. J. 
Trnpp, of Westminster. Prof. Odium 
mode a most exhaustive speech, exhibit- 
ing a large comprehensive map and ex- 
plaining the entire situation, arousing 
the national enthusiasm of the audience 
by apt patriotic suggestions bearing cm 
the question. .T. C. McLagan made a 
ehort plea in favor of British Columbia 
aiding the railroad. He read a telegram 
from Premier Laurior saying In effect 
that the federal . government could do 
nothing towards promoting u Yukon 
railway this year owing to the action of 
the Senate. Mr. McLagan's remarks 
were loudly applauded. He introduced 
the following resolution, seconded by 
R. IT. Alexander: 

"That, whereas the failure of the- 
scheme introduced in tho Dominion parr 
liament for the construction of a rail- 
way from Glenora to Teslin lake, etc. 

"And whereas tho immediate construc- 
tion of a railway through Canadian ter- 
ritory to. some point on tho coast to Tes- 
lin lake is of vital importance, etc. 

"Therefore it is the opinion of this- 
mass meeting of citizens of Vancouver 
that it is the duty of the British Co- 
lumbian government in order to preserve 
the trade of the province, etc., to se- 
cure the immediate construction of sucli 
railway from Teslin lake to Glenora 
and the early continuation Of such south- 
ward to some port in British Columbia 
if the construction of said work can be 
secured on advantageous terms; and that 
the government toke Hteps to secure the 
road on the following conditions: That 
the subsidy shall not exceed .$-1,000 pep 
mile; that the government shall secure?' 
the powod'to impose such tolls on freight 
and passenger traifflc on said road as will 
recoup tliem in reasonable time for such 
assistance as they may extend to, said 
railway; that the government shall have 
authority to regulate rates of charges 
on said road and to reserve such rights 
therein as may protect tho public in- 
terests." 

Mr. Turner, representing the National- 
ists'^ society, moved in amendment that 
no subsidy be given but that the Brit- 
ish Columbian government build the- 
road from Glenora to Teslin lake and op- 
erate it. 

Clauses were added to the original Mc- 
Lagan resolution that' no miners licenses 
be issued to aliens or no Chinese be em- 
ployed on the railway. The amendment 
being then put -52 voted for it nnd 70 
against. The original motion was then 
put and carried. 

NEW WESTMINSTER, TOO. , 

New Westminster, April 22.— The 
Board of Trade at the meeting last night 
adopted the following resolution: 

"Therefore, it is the opinion of thisr 
board that, under the existing emer- 
gency, it is the duty of the government 
of British Columbia, in order to protect 
and preserve the natural trade and oth- 
er interests of the province, to secure- 
the immediate construction of li railway 
from Teslin Lake to Glenora, and the- 
continuation (if such road to some suit- 
able port on the British Columbia Coast 
as soon as possible, if such construction 
can be secured on advantageous terms; 

And the board recommends 1 the pro- 
vincial government to take such steps 
ns will secure the construction of -the 
said work, on the following conditions: 
(1) That the subsidy will not exceed 
$4,000* per mile; (2) That the contractors 
will agree to allow the government such 
tolls on freight and passenger traffic 
passing oyer said road as will recoup the 
government, within a reasonable time, 
for such advances as it may make for 
the said work; (3) That the 'government 
shall have authority to regulate the rate 
of charges on said road, and to exercise 
such other rights therein as may protect 
the public interest."

JOHN DAVIS HANGED. 

Murderer of a Crow's Nest Workman 
Pays the Penalty. 

Nelson, April 22. — (Special.) — John 
Davis, alias Sullivan, alias Doyle, paid 
the death penalty this morning at the 
provincial jail for the murder of Dennis 
O'Connor, at Kuskanook, on the night 
of Sunday, February 12, the deed for 
which the prisoner yielded up his lite 
being altogether one of the most cold- 
blooded. He had had a slight alterca- 
tion with one O'Connor, a workman on 
the Crow's Nest road. Davis armed him- 
self with a revolver and went on Sun- 
day night to Erieksoa's saloon where 
O'Connor was seated in a chair. Davis 
approached the man and pointing the 

revolver said, "Dig, you ." 

O'Connor retained his seat And said: 
"Fire nway." Davis fired, the ball enter- 
ing O'Connor's left breast a Jittle below 
the nipple. Death was instantaneous, 
' In the commotion the murderer walk- 
ed out, and making good his escape, 
headed for the boundary line. He was 
about twenty miles from his destination 
when he r#n into two mounted police 
officers who twk him into custody. The 
trial opened- lit Nelson on March 21 be- 
fore Justice Irving. The plea, was self- 
defence, Davis alleging Unit O'Connor 

■cried to pull a gun from h&vhiu pocket 
to fire at him. 

Both at the trial and yesterday to 
Superintendent Hussoy, Davis made 

statements as to where he worked in the 
tinted States, but his statements art* 

generally reputed to be false. He de 

-clared he was born at Champaign, 111., 
March 20th, 1871, and that his father 
and brothers still reside there.

Helmcken expresses himself as sorry 
that the adjournment was necessary, as 
lie will be unable to attend to-nigfit. He 
favored a postponement until Tuesday 
or Wednesday so that all members of 
the legislature especially interested might 
have opportunity of being present. 

A. battalion order by Lieut. -Col.

NO PRIVATEERING. 
Washington, April 22.— Following up 
the formalities beginning with the block- 
ade proclamation, the state department 
this afternoon addressed an identical 
note to all of the representatives of for- 
eign nations accredited to Washington, 
notifying them of the policy to be pur- 
sued by, the United States government 
in the matter of privateering and neu- 
trality.. This will be followed by the 
sending of cahle messages to all Ameri- 
can embassies and legations abroad con- 
taining the same information in a little 
more succinct form for presentation to 
the governments to which they are ac- 
credited. 

In brief, it declares that the American 
government will not resort to privateer- 
ing, that enemies' goods ia neutral bot- 
toms, save contraband, are exempt from 
seizure; that neutral goods not contra- 
band under eneniiies' flags are safe from 
seizure, and that blockades to be bind- 
ing must be effective. In ■ substance, 
these are the principles laid down in the 
aggregate in the Paris treaty of ISfiS. 
The officials are hot disturbed at the 
report from Madrid that Spain will re- 
fuse to be bound hy the Same principles 
and forbid privateering, for they are 
satisfied that the great commercial pow- 
ers will not toleraite the practice of 
privateering under the Spanish Hag. 
THE FLEET AWAY. 

Key West, April '22.— The North At- 
lantic squadron, with the exception of 
the monitors Terror and Puritan and 
smaller cruisers, sailed from Key West 
at 5:45 o'clock this morning, headed for 
Florida straits. The Xkios were grow- 
ing gray with the coming of dawn when 
the formidable family of destroyers 
quietly and ostentatiously steamed away, 
presumably to the shores of Cuba. Be- 
sides the two monitors, the ships left 
behind the gunboat Helena, cruiser 
Marblehead, ganboat Dolphin, and the 
torpedo boats Cushing, Dupout and Por- 
ter. Throughout the long night the un- 
usual activity oil the vessel* of the fleet 
told the weary watchers ashore that the 
long awaited advance on Havana was 
near at hand, yet there was nothing of- 
ficial oa which to found the belief. 
Washington advices yesterday afternoon 
indicated the probability of a movement 
during tlie night, or to-day, but naval 
men ashore disclaimed any knowledge 
of the orders. Early ia the evening 
came the first realization of the fact that 
the tedious period of inaction was Hear- 
ing a close, when the signals were hoist- 
ed, recalling all the men to the ships 
without delay. Just at 5;45 this morn- 
ing the New York, without any unneces- 
sary display, moved slowly toward the 
outer waters of the gulf. A red light 
Hushed the signal to the eager eyes on 
the following fleet, and told them to 
g<»t in motion at last. The exact order 
of the ships could not be ascertained 
from shore. 

FIGURING IT OUT. 

New York, April 22. — A special to the 
World from London says: Admiral Sir 
George Elliott, K.C.B., late commander- 
in-chief at Portsmouth, oue of the most 
distinguished of living admirals, has 
given the World correspondent the fol- 
lowing signed statement of his anticipa- 
tion of the probable naval strategy of 
Spain: "I think the naval strategy of 
f*ualu will iillow the United States lleet 
to attack' tho forts of Havana, if they 
are so unwise; also to land troops at the 
south side of the island, trusting to yel- 
low fever to fight them. Spain will then 
defend her fortified places; but ns Ha- 
vana is, I understand, short in provis- 
ions, a blocknde would soon distress the 
garrison. Thereupon, the Spanish lleet 
would- come to relieve the blockade, and 
there the sea fight would be. This is 
my prophecy." 

LONDON OPINION. 

London, April 23. — There is scarcely a 
public man or important newspaper in 
Great Britain that does not warmly sup- 
port the United States. At the same 
time, in private conservative circles crit- 
icism of the United States and endorse- 
ment of the Spanish is heard. There is 
much head shaking over the result of the 
coming naval battle and the feeling even 
finds its way into print. The Daily 
Graphic to-day printed a long letter from 
a naval officer, who says both Porto 
Kico and Havana ought to bo able to 
hold their own against, an attack sup- 
ported by ships. The United States will 
be forced to blockade both of these, and 
this the author of the letter thinks will 
occupy that nation's entire fleet, thus 
leaving Spain free to bombard the coast 
of the United States. Spain, the let- 
ter says, is strong enough to defeat 
either of the blockading fleets which the 
United States is able to assemble about 
Cuba and Porto Pico. In conclusion the 
writer thinks that the ships of the In- 
diana class are so prodigiously over- 
gunned that they they are likely* to sink 
themselves. 

An editorial in the Chronicle expressed 
the opinion that the United States lleet 
is throwing away an excellent oppor- 
tunity by going to China instead of in- 
tercepting the Spanish fleer. The Daily 
News says that "The Americans hardly 
know what they are lighting for," anil 
that "It is an open Question whether the 
freedom of Cuba could not be obtained 
without recourse to war." 

Southampton, April 2.3— The United 
States auxiliary cruiser Harvard, form- 
erly the American liner Paris, sailed for 
New York at 2 o'clock this morning, 24 
hours ahead of her advertised time of 
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sailing. She carries 130 passengers and 
a large amount of war material. The 
London Daily Mail says the Spanish em- 
bassy immediately notified the Madrid 
government of the departure of tha 
Paris, and it is believed that fast cruis- 
ers from Cadiz and Courunna will try 
to intercept her. 

MINOR INCIDENTS. 

The United States cruiser Nashville 
lias captured the Spanish ship Btlena 
Venture, 1,000 tons, with a cargo of 
lumber. She was on her way from the 
const of Texas. The cruiser fired a six 
pounder and the Spaniard surrendered. 

Inquiry at the navy department at 
Washington as to the story that the 
government had arranged for the seizure 
of the Hawaiian Islands and the estab- 
lishment of a coaling station im Hawaii 
failed to secure any positive statement 
on the subject. 

The naval officials feel very Comidcnt 
of the ability of the Oregon and Mar- 
ietta not only to protect themselves from 
the Spanish gunboat Temerario, but to 
destroy tliat craft if she ever conies 
within range. 

The house of representatives yesterday 
displayed its enthusiasm for the war 
upon which the country has entered by 
rushing through without debate the con- 
ference report on the bill authorizing the 
President to call out the volunteers and 
agreeing by unanimous consent to meet 
at 10 o'clock to-day to take up the con- 
sideration of army reorganization bill. 
The passage of this bill is considered 
imperatively necessary by the war de- 
partment. 

Captain Lee, of the Royal Military 
College, at Kingston, has received in- 
structions from the British government 
to leave for Washington on Saturday 
and td proceed to Cuba with the Unit- 
ed States troops. Tlie English military 
authorities are desirous of being in- 
formed on the manoeuvres of the Unit- 
ed States artillery and have selected 
Captain Lee to. look after the informa- 
tion. 

The double turret monitor Miautonia- 
raoh sailed from League Island navy 
yard at' 2:30 a.m. yesterday. Her desti- 
nation is believed to be Charleston, S. C. 

F. Augustus Sckermerhorn, of New 
York city, Las given his fine yacht, the 
Free Lance, to the government. It has 
been accepted with thanks. 

The United States has established a 
censorship of telegrams at Key West 
for bidding the transmission of code 
messages; to nnd from Havana. 

Tlie Montreal Witness, a religious 
daily, while deploring the resort to arms 
thinks the United States will be justified 
by history as Spanish rule in Cuba had 
become intolerable. 

The Spanish consul at Montreal speaks 
bitterly of the United Stales action in 
forcing Avar on Cuba and deprecates the 
position taken by Great Britain. He 
says if England has assumed a different 
attitude their would be no war.

The Steamer " New England " Pur 
. chased for a Despatch 
Boat. 



How the War Is Likely to Affect 
the Coal Trade of Vancouver 
Island. 



The first local effect of the impending 
hostilities between Spain and the United 
States is announced in the sale to the 
latter government of the 'last all-steel 
steamer New England, which less than a 
month ago arrived on this Coast from 
Boston with the intention of entering 
the fishing at Hecate Straits for the 
New England Fishing Co., of Vancou- 
ver. Subsequently it was decided to put 
her into the towing business at least un- 
til the fishing season opened, and she has 
latterly been thus employed, as one of 
the Robert Ward & Co. lleet, arriving 
in Esquiuialt yesterday with the City 
of Delhi. 

Though a comparatively small craft, 
the New England is admirably equipped 
in the engine room, and as it is stated 
that she will be added" to the revenue 
lleet operated from Puget Sound it is 
quite probable that the intention is to 
utilize her as a despatch boat, for which 
her high speed — IS knots or better — ad- 
mirably fits her. With some minor al- 
terations it is said she will improve even 
this high speed, and her operations dur- 
ing the next, few months will be watched 
with interest. 

The City of Delhi, commanded by Cap- 
tain Swan, is 135 days from London, 
and has a large cargo of general mer- 
chandise for R. P. Rithot & Co., Ltd., 
nnd a quantity of naval stores for the 
Esquimalt station, 

Intense interest, in already manifested 
in Victoria as to tlie prospects of the 
war ami its effects on local trade. Coal 
becoming contraband of war the impres- 
sion has prevailed that the initiation of 
hostilities would affect the output of tho 
Nanaimo, Wellington and Union colli- 
eries, which depend for their market 
largely upon San Francisco. There 
seems, however, to be more reason to be- 
lieve that as only Spain or the United 
States would interfere with south-going 
cargoes, they would mat have much to 
fear from molestation, and shipping men 
would be prepared to take the risk with 
the inducement of improved rates,

A Question of Provincial Rights 
That Cannot lie Aban- 
doned. 



The reason the Songhees Indians have 
not yet been removed is no fault of the 
provincial government, unless the latter 
were prepared to give up rights which 
it has nil along contended for. It is^a 
question of terms. 

The commissioner sent oat by the Do- 
minion government to treat with the lo- 
cal government took a certain position 
which he presented as an ultimatum. 
The local government was not prepared 
to accept the ultimatum, and practically 
the negotiations, which, by the way, 
were Carried on largely by a series of 
meetings rather than by correspondence 
—ended there, at least for the present. 

There is an important constitutional 
question at stake, and on involving the 
rights of the province, rights for which 
the government has long strenuously con- 
tended, viz., the ultimate or reversion- 
ary rights of the province to lands oc- 
cupied as Indian reserves. In this par- 
ticular case other issues are involved as 
well. 

The provincial government contends 
that the Songhees reserve has a value 
which does not attach to the Indian title 
of occupation, that is to say, the In- 
dian title is one of occupation only, the 
Indians having no right to sell or other- 
wise dispose of tlie land which is theirs 
for their use only, so long ns it is oc- 
cupied, and consequently any value that 
tlie land possesses apart from its use 
as an Indian reserve arises from its ur- 
ban situation which attaches to the fee 
simple and not to the Indian title. 

This contention tlie Dominion govern- 
ment will not admit, holding that the 
lands, or proceeds of the lands, in the 
ease of removal, should be controlled by 
the Dominion and funded for the benefit 
of the Indians. 

The provincial government holds that 
the Indian title ceases with occupation, 
and that tho duty of the government is 
fully performed in providing another 
reserve and rehabilitating the Indians 
in. every respect equal to their present 
position in relation to improvements and 
conveniences. The rehabilitation tlie 
province offered to undertake in the 
completest and most liberal manner pos- 
sible, the Indians to be provided with 
another reserve more suitable ia all 
respects for their purposes as Indians. 

However, when this offer was refused, 
the local government as a matter of 
compromise and to afford an amicable 
settlement without prejudice to the 
rights in regard to the general question, 
was willing to accept half the reserve 
and convey absolutely the fee simple of 
the other halt' to the Dominion govern- 
ment, the latter to undertake to rehabili- 
tate tlie Indians. Thus considering tlie 
value of the lands occupied by the In- 
dians almost in the centre of the city 
of Victoria, with an advantageous situ- 
ation in regard to water front, appears 
to be an eminently fair and reasonable 
proposal. It must be borne in mind in 
connection with this contention that the 
Indians in no way gave value to the 
reserve! but have? been rather a detri- 
ment than otherwise, and one can easily 
imagine now, if Victoria grew to be a 
city of 100,000 or more inhabitants, 
what value would attach to the land in 
the reserve, and how utterly absurd it 
would be to hold thnt the Indians, who 
have no inherent rights to the land ex- 
cept that of occupation, would be en- 
titled to the proceeds iu case it were dis- 
posed of. 

Had the local government accepted 
the proposal, ,of the Dominion commis- 
sioner the land, would have passed en- 
tirely out of the hands of the province, 
and the question of- reversionary rights 
would still have remained unsettled, 
and to establish this it would have been 
necessary to have undertaken expensive 
and long drawn out. litigation. Origin- 
ally it was for^the purpose of avoiding 
all legal and constitutional complica- 
tions that the commission wns appointed, 
and to have settled it leaving the main 
point: still in dispute would have been a 
grave blunder on the part of the provin- 
cial government, The Indians would 
have been removed, it is true, but the 
rights of the province would have gone 
with them, and it is quite probable— 
in fact may confidently be assumed that 
the opponents of the government would 
to-day have been condemning them for 
their "base surrender" instead of as they 
are at present denouncing them for -not 
accepting the' Dominion government's 
offer for removal. 

In addition, however, to the foregoing 
considerations, the proposal of the Do- 
minion government would have effected 
no good results, neither in respect to the 
Indians themselves in removing them 
from the baneful influences of city life, 
nor so far as the city is concerned, be- 
cause it was intended to locate them at 
Cadboro Bay on the other side of the 
city, winch was practically shifting them 
from one part of the city to the other. 
,1'rom n moral point of view, the loca- 
tion of the Indian should be far enough 
away to remove them entirely from the 
evils which contact with city life engen- 
ders; and from an industrial point of 
view the reserve should be an agricul- 
tural one where there would be an op- 
portunity for the Indians to make a liv- 
ing agriculturally and where thev could 
be educated in farming. This view of 
the case was urged on the Dominion 
government without effect. 

The removal of the Songhees Indians 
ins been urged over and over again by 
the provincial government— in fact the 
matter in dispute, is one of long stand- 
ing. 1 nor to the coming in of the pre- 
sent administration at Ottawa, it had 
been all but settled between the two gov- 
ernments that the provincial government, 
should undertake the removal of the In- 
dians on a basis of compensation and 
that the • present reserve should 
revert to the province. This arrangement 
should have been carried out, and if n 
removal is to be made tho arrangement 
must be one in which all rights are to 
be respected— those of the province as 
well as those of the Indians. It must be 
remembered that the rights of reversion 
is a most important consideration. As 
the Indians are gradually decreasing it 
may be assumed that sooner or later they 
will be become extinct, or lose their tri- 
bal distinctions and become more or less 
assimilated with the rest, of the popula- 
tion. As they occupy some of the best 
lands m British Columbia, it is neces- 
sary and Very important to guard fhe in- 
terests of the province and, not to barter 
away any constitutional rights as a mat- 
ter of temporary convenience or expedi- 
ency. * ' 

If it is to ho peace, it must be peace 
wifh honor, nnd the government, while 
it lias shown every desire to effect an 
amicable and speedy settlement, must 
at tho same time refuse to surrender 
rights which, In the verv nature of 
Continued op Page Seven.

things, must continue to grow important 
and valuable as an asset of the province. 

In respect to the merits of the present 
discussion the Times displays its usual 
lack of information by assuming that 
the lands would become assessable and 
taxable for the benefit of the city of 
Victoria. As a matter of fact the lands 
would revert to the province, and not to 
the city, and would not be taxable. Any- 
thing looking to municipal control would 
have to be made the subect of future 
arrangement. 

Nor would the acquisition be one to 
which no responsibility or expense would 
attach. An estimate was made by the 
government as to the cost of placing the 
lands in the reserve in a saleable con- 
dition, which for roading, etc.. amounted 
approximately to $100,000, If the city 
of Victoria is unable to improve and 
maintain the streets, which it has up to 
the present time done in an ellicient man- 
ner, the ratepayers would scarcely wish 
to assume the responsibility of an in- 
creased expenditure of $100,000. It is 
not generally understood either that 
there is in the hands of the Dominion 
government now and has been for some 
time $11,000 in trust of moneys arising 
out of the proceeds of tho reserve, ami 
of that amount the Indians receive no 
benefit. The prvince has an interest in 
that fund— in fact possesses the revers- 
ionary rights in the same way as it does 
to the land in the reserve, and it is per- 
tinent to enquire if the province should 
not have the use of that money instead 
of the Dominion government, with no 
claim to it, except as the guardians of the 
Indians, and who have the use of it 
without regard to the claims of the In- 
dians for a beneficiary interest. 

As it will be seen, the proposition sub- 
mitted by the Dominion government 
through their commissioner was simply 
this, that they offered to remove the In- 
dians wihout cost to the province and to 
assume control of the whole of the lands 
at present in the reserve. 

As that was offered as an ultimatum 
and regarding which absolutely no furth- 
er concession could be obtained, it. is not 
to he wondered at that the provincial 
government refused to negotiate further. 
Instead of being condemned for not 
agreeing to the removal of the Indians 
under such conditions they are to be 
congratulated upon the stand they have 
taken. 

Regarded solely from a moral point of 
view, if the Dominion government were 
solicitous for the welfare of the Indians 
they would endeavor to rehabilitate 
them even entirely at their own cost, 
from the fact that the Indians are now 
exposed to the evil influences of city life, 
and being situated- upon a reserve which 
affords no inducement to or opportunity 
for agricultural development, there is 
nothing to incite industry on their part. 
Oh the who)e it appears that the Do- 
minion government is acting in a man- 
ner indocating a desire to get the best 
of a bargain, rather than to give effect 
to the ethical considerations involved. 



THE PUBLIC MEETING. 

Citizens of Victoria Consider n Resolu- 
tion On the Subject af the Re- 
moval of the Indians, 

Between fifty and a hundred citizens 
constituted the mass meeting held at the 
Ity hall last evening under the presi- 
dency of Mayor Redfcrn, to consider the 
Songhecs reserve question and latest de- 
velopments therein. Tin; discussion was 
very brief, but live speakers being heard 
from, and an adjournment then being 
taken to permit of the attendance of 
Premier Turner and (he other represen- 
tatives of the city in the local parlia- 
ment, they being last evening engaged at 
the house, The debate took place upon 
a resolution offered by Mr. K. O. lip- 
Mieking and seconded by Mr. ,f. Jhrdino, 
as follows: 

'"Whereas the citizens of tho city of 
Victoria have in public meeting 
assembled declared upon various 
occasions tin.' desirability of the 
removal of the Songhecs Indians 
from (he reserve within the limits of the 
city of Victoria; 

"And whereas the city councils of Yic- 
torla did in the years 1894, 1897 and 
1898, arid in jirevious years strongly 
urge both the Dominion and Provincial 
governments to take such steps as would 
guarantee tho speedy removal of the In- 
dians to a more suitable location; 

"And whereas (he provincial legislature 
has passed unanimously several resolu- 
tions urging upon tho Dominion gov- 
ernment the settlement of this ques- 
tion: • • i 

"And whereas the Dominion govern- 
ment duly accredited J. A- J. McKeuna. 
Rsqnire. to enter into negotiations with 
the provincial government in (he year 
of J897; 

"And whereas .1. A. J. MeKenna. Es- 
quire, acting on behalf of the Dominion 
government offered fair and reasonable 
proposals to the Provincial government 
which would ensure die removal of the 
Indians williiu twelve months: 

"And whereas such proposals would 
have carefully guarded Hit' just rights of 
the Indians the reversionary interests 
(if any) of the province and would have 
been in uccordance with (he oft repealed 
wishes of the citizens of the city of 
Victoria,; 

"And whereas (his question is now un- 
der the consideration of the provincial 
legislature through a resolution offered 
by the third member. 1 of (be city of Vic- 
toria, II, D. •llt'bneken. Esquire, to 
which resolution the following amend- 
ment has been' offered by Charles Sem- 
I i ii. Esquire; , , v ,. , . | 

"Resolved that this house ri%ii'.u that 
the government Jfl administering the nf- 
•fairs of the province, failed to accept 
the reasonable terms offered for t ho re- 
moval of the Soughres Indians and re- 
serve by the Dominion, thereby injuring 
the best: interests of (he city of Victoria 
nnd the Songhecs Indians and neglected 
to carry out (he expressed wishes and 
desires of this house; 

"He it therefore resolved that this 
meeling greatly regrets the action of the 
Provincial government in refusing the 
equitable .arrangement offered by the 



agent of the Dominion government and 
strongly endorses the amended resolu 
tioiiMMTered by Charles Sonilin, Esquire 
nnd calls .upon the riieinbers of the city 
jn»the legislative assembly to support and 
vote for Mr. Sendin's amendment; 

"Resolved further that in the opinion 
of this meeting the Provincial govern- 
ment should promptly acquiesce in the 
terms offered by the Dominion govern 
inent; 

"And hot it further . resolved, That 
copies of this resolution be ■forwarded t 
the Honorable C. Sifrori, minister of th 
interior; Honorable J. EL Turner, Pre 
mier of British Columbia, and to the four 
members representing the city of Vic 
toria In the provincial legislature." 

The movers and seconders went quid 
fully into the subject, matter of the re 
solution and were followed by Aid. Mc- 
Gnndlcss, who confessed the wish to see 
a portion of (he reserve sold and the 
proceeds applied to compensation for tin 
Indians. He bonsedcred the solution ot 
the reserve question one of the most im- 
portant ma tiers now 'before the muni- 
cipal government of Victoria, and hoped 
that it would be disposed of satisfac- 
torily, during the life of the present 
council. In the course of his remarks 
the alderman referred to the desirability 
of making the large portion of the re- 
serve, tributary in (axes to the city, while 
retaining that part on the upper side of 
Point Ellice bridge for public park pur 
poses! He did not see why Mr. Me 
Kenna's proposition should not have 
been accepted. In order that the city 
representatives in the local legislature 
might attend he moved that the meet- 
ing adjourn until (his (Saturday) even 
ing. The justice of this proposition ap- 
pealing to the meeting it was so decided, 
after Aid. It. T. Williams and ex-Aid 
D. li. Harris hail delivered brief nd 
dresses.

of the United States will he overhauled 
by Spanish vessels between St. Mi chael's 
and (lie Coast ports. Indeed it is sate 
to conclude that every steamer will lie 
overhauled no matter what flag she may 
carry and will only be released on pro- 
duction of her papers showing that she 
is not a United States bottom. The 
same observation will apply to steamers 
going North to Lynn Canal. Those that 
fly the American flag will be safe in the 
territorial waters of British Columbia 
hut when they pass above Dixon's Ell 
trance they may moot trouble at any 
point, if Spain sends out privateers. The 
Behriug sea steamers, of which there is 
likely to be a considerable fleet sailing 
from the Sound and San Francisco, will 
.ill lie subject to seizure by Spanish pri 
vateors and the United States is not in 
a position to send convoys with them 
The effect of this must be to div 
travel North to British bottoms am 
hence, under the navigation laws of th 
United' Statas, to Canadian seaports 
Even if privateering is not resorted to 
the temptation to Spain to send a few 
armed vessels to prey upon the coin 
ineree of the North Pacific Will be ir- 
resistible.

The more the News-Advertiser's gra- 
tuitous insult to the voters of Victoria 
is analyzed, The more infamous it op- 
pears.

In 
the twelfth century the Mohammedan 
occupation of the peninsula was ended. 
Pour centuries Inter, that is in the'six- 
tcenth century, Spain was at the height 
of her glory. Nearly four centuries 
more have rolled a way, the twentieth is 
about to dawn, and we find Spain enter- 
ing upon what is almost curtain to be an 
epoch-making struggle. In the intervals 
between the above dittos the people of 
the Pierian kingdom passed through 
many vicissitudes; but speaking in a 
general way, the history of the country 
since B.C. 100 may bo divided into five 
epochs of four hundred years each: The 
Roman' period, the Gothic period, the 
Moorish period, the Castilc-Arugou peri- 
od and tlie Spanish or modern period. 

While there is much about the history 
ol' this nation that is glorious, there is 
more that is dishonorable. It cannot 
he said that civilization owes much to 
Spain. The frightful brutality which 
characterized the conquest of Mexico, 
the inifamous manner in which the nati- 
ons of Central America were annihilated, 
the untold cruelties practised towards 
the Moors, the horrors of the Inquisition, 
the atrocities perpetrated against, de- 
fenceless people everywhere by Spanish 
pirates, form together a record to which 
the world has no parallel, anil one that 
far more than counterbalances anything 
that can be set down to the credit, of the 
country as its contribution to human hap- 
pinscs. > 

As a founder of colonies Spain has had 
a phenomenal career, but as a retainer of 
thcnin she is conspicuous for failures. 
There was a time when Spain claimed 
and the Pope recognized her claim to 
half the world, outside of Europe and 
Western Asia. Within the century her 
territory was more extensive than that 
of any contemporary nation, Russia 
perhaps excepted. Her ting waved over 
portions of all the continents except 
Australia. In America her dominion 
began at the Atlantic Const of Florida, 
and swept across the continent to the 
Pacific, reaching northward an unde- 
fined distance on the latter ocean and 
southward to Cape Horn. They 
londqd up the Atlantic Coast of South 
America to the southern border of Bra 
zil. About the year 1820 her empire be 
gun to go to pieces until at present it in 
ions is as follows:

The great region described as Kin de 
Oro and Adrur forms the western portion 
of the Sahara and borders on the At- 
lantic. It is not of very great value and 
its occupation by Spain is subject to a 
claim by France. 

The only outlying parts of the Spanish 
dominions which would be worth attack 
from a hostile power are Cuba, Torto 
Rico, tlie Philippine Islands and the 
Canaries, with possibly Fernando l'o.

Japan is said 
lo look upon them with envious eyes. 
They would form a very nice addition to 
the British Empire in tlie event of n gen- 
eral partition of Spanish territory taking 
place after the war.

This afternoon and evening witnessed 
a debate as interesting as any of the 
present session in the local legislature, 
the subject buing the Redistribution bill, 
the second reading of which was moved 
by the Attorney-General. The debate) 
was early on the orders, and was reach 
ed before three o'clock, the house open 
ing at the usual hour. 
YUKON RAILWAY CORRESPOND 
ENCE. 

Mr. Semlin moved for copies of all cor- 
respondence between the government, or 
any member, and McKcnzie & Mann, 
in relation to railway communication 
with the Yukon country. Also for any 
correspondence with the Dominion gov- 
ernment upon the same subject. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, speaking to the mo- 
tion, said that while ordinarily the gov- 
ernment was always ready to present 
any papers asked for by a member of 
the house, this was a case wherein it 
would not be expedient to do so. N 
gotiations were in progress at the pro- 
sent time, and such being the case it 
would be neither politic nor business- 
like to bring down any correspondence 
in the matter. 

Mr. 'Williams said that it seemed to 
him that the Dominion government was 
now out of the deal, and he did not 
understand why the house should not 
be placed in possession of the corre- 
spondence on what had taken place 
when other conditions prevailed. He 
asked for a definite answer from the 
Premier as to whether any negotiations 
were going on at the present time with 
the Dominion government. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that there 
might yet be, and he considered it in- 
judicious, to say the least, to make the 
correspondence public at present. 

Mr. Cotton held thnt the argument of 
I he Premier — that the papers should not 
be brought down on account of negotia- 
tions being in progress— was out of the 
question altogether. What was really 
wanted and sought in the motion before 
the house, was the correspondence on 
matters that had been closed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner retorted that Mr. 
Cotton had a very bad habit of trying 
to lead the house to believe that the 
government was endeavoring to evade 



interrogations. There was no evasion 
of this question. He had given a most 
straightforward answer, that no corre- 
spondence on the .matter could now be 
brought down, as negotiations were still 
in progress. 

Mr. Sword moved in amendment to 
the motion of his leader, to add the 
words "previous to the defeat in the 
Senate of the bill to confirm the comple- 
tion of the contract between the Dom- 
inion government and McKenzio & 
Mann." He agreed that the Premier's 
answer to the question was conclusive, 
but could not see why any objection 
should be taken to the production of the 
correspondence asked for by his amend- 
ed motion. 

Mr. Semlin accepted and supported the 
amendment, but claimed that he had not 
yet been given a sufficient reason why 
the correspondence in its entirety should 
not be brought down. He would like 
to know what had passed between the 
Dominion and Provincial governments 
that had caused the latter to be so heroic 
as to make an offer to the Dominion to 
assume the entire obligation of provid- 
ing railway facilities to the Yukon 
country. 

The amendment was defeated by 10 
to 13, as was also the original resolu- 
tion. 

Dr. Walkern rising to a question of 
privilege, questioned the right of any 
member, according to the rules, to call 
for a record of names on such a motion 
as that afforded by the leader of the 
opposition. He cited numerous house 
authorities in support of his position, 
and retorted to an interruption from the 
other side of the house by remarking: 

"I cannot, be expected to put. brains 
into the bend of the member for North 
West Kootenny." 

"You haven't any to spare," observed 
that gentleman, while the house smiled 
languidly. 

Hon. Mr. Turner held that the mem- 
ber for South Nauaimo was quite right 
in the, stand he had taken. 

Mr. Forster objected to the member 
for South Nanainio quoting as applic- 
able here the rules pf the British House 
of Commons, which were very different 
to those prevailing in British Columbia's 
legislature. He did not think the leader 
of the government was justified in say- 
ing it would injure the country's inter- 
ests to produce the correspondence asked 
for— alt hough it might hurt the govern- 
ment. 

lion. Mr. Poolcy took the point fH 
order that the matter having been dis- 
posed of it was not open to the member 
for the Delta to prolong a profitless 
discussion. 

The point or order was held by Mr. 
Speaker to have been well taken. Mr. 
Forster had shown a disposition to go 
beyond the permissible point.

Mr. Williams made no reply, and the 
discussion terminated. 

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 
Hon. Mr. Eberts obtaining permission 
of the house, introduced a bill to redefine 
the boundaries of North Cowichan. The 
bill was read a first time and set for 
second reading at the next sitting of the 
house. 

Mr. Semlin asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works:— 

"a. At what date did the Kaslo & 
Slocan Railway company acquire the 
right to lot ST.), group 1, Kootenay dis- 
trict, under tht provisions of their sub- 
sidy acts, 1S92 and 1894? 
"b. Has any Crown grant been pre 
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disfranchise the district by one single 
member. (Hear, hear.) Ft'om an anal- 
ysis of the personnel of the house, it 
would be seen that the varied industries 
and interests of the province were pretty 
well represented on the floor of the 
house. Out of (he 37 members, 19 would 
represent; constituencies where mining 
and lumbering are carried on: 8 would 
represent agricultural, and the other 
10 the city or commercial interests. It 
was to be hoped that. hon. gentlemen 
would look upon this question in a broad 
provincial spirit— (Hear; hear)— as he, 
the Attorney-General, was satisfied that 
the bill brought down was one that would 
fairly represent the varied interests and 
industries of the province, Hon. Mr. 
Eberts next, dealt with the provisions of 
he bill which enable voters in the prov- 
ince to be placed on the Cassiar list. 
From what hud appeared in the opposi- 
tion press, it was quite apparent: that an 
ittempt would be made to attack the 
government on this point. In view of 
the recent influx of people into that 
mil try from all over the province, it 
would be a manifest hardship if some 
Increased facilities were not given them 
to get on the voters' lists. Communica- 
tion between Cassiar and the lower por- 
tion of British Columbia and return 
could not be had in much less than six 
weeks, and in view of all the circum- 
stances, there was no reason why any 
bona tide voter should be disfranchised 
by being compelled to abide by the two 
months' residence provision. It was 
well known that after the mining excite- 
ment in the Cassiar in '72, the popula- 
tion drifted down to almost no" 
The Attorney-General thought he was 
right in saying that eighteen months ago 
there were not more than a dozen white 
miners in the neighborhood of the Sti- 
ktne. Ho was satisfied that if a census 
were taken to-day there would be a popu- 
lation of three thousand persons found in

REDISTRIBUTION. 
Hon. Mr. Eberts in moving the second 
reading of the redistribution bill said 
that one of the most important measures 
brought before an assembly was that 
dealing with the representation of the 
country in the legislative chamber; and 
the government of to-day. in keeping 
with a promise to the electors of this 
province, has now brought down the re- 
distribution bill, a measure, which, upon 
careful perusal by any fair thinking 
man would be found to be fair in its 
provisions and just to the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia. It would be remembered 
that in 1S94 a redistribution bill was 
brought down amending the act of 1S8(>, 
increasing the representation from 27 to 
33, and in the short space of four years 
it had now been found necessary to 
bring in a further measure of redistri- 
bution, increasing the number of mem- 
bers on the floor of the bouse to !!7. This 
in itself was gratifying news to the peo- 
ple of British Columbia— that the prov- 
ince is going ahead with great bounds, 
nnd that it is within the bounds of pro- 
bability and possibility that within the 
next period of four years, the population 
of the province will have increased, in 
consequence of the vast development 
in mineral and other resources, to such 
an extent that another measure of the 
character of the one now before the 
house would be necessary. The provis- 
ions of the present hill contemplated the 
addition of four new members. It was 
not intended by this bill to take away 
the representation of any constituency, 
and it would be noted that the increase 
was all on the Mainland of British Co- 
lumbia. The district of Cassiar had one 
additional member, it being recognized 
by the government that this section was 
on the eve of great, development; East 
and West Kootenay received two addi- 
tional members, and the city of Vancou- 
r one additional member, placing it. on 
the same footing as Victoria. The At- 
torney-General dealt shortly with the 
growth of Kootenay in population nnd 
importance, which lie considered would 
be agreed nnd allowed by members on 
both sides of- the house: and held that 
no fair minded man could help being im- 
bued with the idea that the division wns 
a fair and proper one to make. It was 
possible that the opposition might attack 
the government for not cutting down the 
representation in some of the smaller 
constituencies where the population was 
mall. The government would probably 
be taken to task for not cutting down the 
representation in Cariboo. That point 
hud been duly considered, and the gov- 
ernment was perfectly satisfied to leave 
Cariboo. it now stands. .On the oocn- 
ion of the last measure of redistribution, 
one member was taken from Cariboo, but. 
it was not the intention to do that at the 
•esent time. When it was considered 
hat a splendid district Cariboo had 
been in years gone by, and the immense 
wealth she had contributed to the prov- 
and when it was considered too that 
Cariboo is again coming to the front, it 
would be admitted by honorable mem- 
bers on both sides of the house that it 
would not be fair to meddle with th« 
representation of that section. As to 
East and West Lillooet, no doubt some 
of the hon. gentlemen opposite would be 
heard to say that, representation should 
be taken from them and then be merged 
) West. Kootenay. (Opposition hear, 
hear.) The Attorney-General was sure 
that a remark of that kind would elicit 
such a sign from the opposition, but they 
might take it. for granted that it wns 
not the intention of the government: to 



fore, be a hardship to disfranchise all 
(hose people under the circumstances 
and hon. gentlemen, if they spoke fairly, 
would way so. (Hear, hear.) He there- 
fore had much pleasure in moving the 
second reading of the redistribution bill. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Semlin, on Mr. Speaker putting 
the motion with the customary interroga- 
tion "Are you ready for the question," 
said he for one certainly was not ready 
to support such a measure of redistribu- 
tion as that which after an entire year's 
deliberation the government had at last 
laid before the house. There was an old- 
saying of the Creeks or Romans that 
"justice will prevail though the heavens 
fall." It savored of the Roman love of 
justice— certainly it had no relation to 
British Columbia methods. The Attor- 
ney-General had said that this was a 
measure that would commend itself to 
any and every fair-minded man in the 
country. Such a statement was ridicul- 
ous. He would venture to say that if 
the Attorney-General were himself to lie 
put on oath, even he would not pro- 
nounce the bill either fair or satisfac- 
tory. What was there either just or 
fair in this measure? Where indeed was 
there any attempt at justice. The At- 
torney-General had gone back into his- 
tory to show what had been done in the 
preparation of past measures of consti- 
ttineey allotment; then he had predicted 
that four years hence the province 
would be so much further advanced in 
population that a further addition of 
members would be required. No effort 
appeared to have been made to meet 
the conditions of the present. The pol- 
icy of the government seemed to be 
simply to keep on adding members in- 
creasing the representation when they 
should be establishing some sound anil 
definite principle of representation that 
would be fair and just to all. As an il- 
lustration or the injustice of the pres- 
ent patchwork system, he would ask 
any fair-minded person fo explain where- 
in it was within the meaning of justice 
to claim that four or five citizens of 
Kootenay are entitled to no more than 
the same representation as one in Cas- 
siar. Yet this wns the accomplishment 
of this proposed measure. Here was a 
sample of tile justice embodied in the 
bill, and which the Attorney-General 
had declared would meet: with general 
approval. The fact had again been 
ignored, as in the past, that no justice 
could be obtained until systematic! rep- 
resentation was accomplished. With 
such a plan it would not he necessary to 
impose upon the people of Kootenay or 
of any other section. He blamed' the 
government not alone for offering to the 
house so imperfect and unsatisfactory 
a measure; lie blamed them even more 
for presenting it. us they did, as a meas- 
ure calculated to satisfv the wants of 
the people and the time. Better that they 
should have come to the house as the 
late Hon. John Robson had on a former 
occasion, with the honest declaration 
that they could not at the present give 
the country anything more than an ex- 
pedient. Hon. Mr. Robson bud sail, 
that his hand was forced, and this was 
what he was compelled to give the 
country. Had the Attorney-General or 
to-day taken similar ground he might at 
least have obtained credit for sincerity. 
Another circumstance illustrating in his 
opinion the incapacity of the govern- 
ment to prepare a statesmanlike meas- 
ure of representation adjustment was 
found in the fact that after an entire 
year's deliberation the government had 
been forced to present a measure so im- 
perfect, that even before it was con- 
sidered by the bouse the introducer was 
obliged lo give notice of an amendment 
for n material alteration. This in itself 
was sufficient to characterize the bill sis 
imperfect, crude and immature. As to 
this amendment itself, which proposed 
to separate the district: of Cowicban- 
Alberni into two constituencies. If this

whs done, Tor the reasons advanced by 
the government, why was it not equal- 
ly nec essary to divide Cariboo? Accord- 
ing to his own view of tlie matter 
■everywhere except in the cities, there 
should he a separate representative for 
a separate riding, as the members would 
thereby more closely represent the wants 
and wishes of their constituents. As 
for the explanation of the additional 
member for Vancouver, surely the city 
representation could have been equalized 

• with quite as much fairness by reducing 
Victoria instead or adding to Vancouver. 
[Looking at the bill, section by section 
as well as in its entirety, he could see 
'nothing in it to support. It was a patch- 
work apology, where statesmanship c'.e- 
lVianded the presentation of a system 
win rein by reducing and increasing all 
residents of the province would be given 

'oipial voice in' the! direction of the coun- 
".'I'ry's affairs. It' was in his opinion,- tlie 
reverse of a measure of 'justice, anil he 
felt that it would be found wholly un- 
palatable by flie'-people of the province. 
<li was not in human nature to be satis- 
Ticil with such legislation, and so long 
':is this makeshift system of representa- 
tion was behl to. just so long would the 

ipeople remain dissatisfied. No dltlicui- 
i.tios offered to the preparation of a sat- 
isfactory system; the whole trouble was 
'(bat the government in presenting' it 
'were afraid that they -would lose the 
constituencies necessary to keep them 
.in power. The Attorney-General bad 
said it was the wish of the opposition 
id see Home of the smaller constituencies 
"disfranchised, -This was not the case. 
The real disfranchisement came in where 
the government now proposed to give 
.Kino voter in Cassia r the same ropreson- 

• tat ion and power in the house that was 
exercised for four voters in Jxootenay. 
He could not support the expediency 
linen sure offered,, and at the conclusion 
(if- his address moved as an amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Kennedy, to strike out 
.all after the word "that" and insert the 
. following: 

"Whereas an equitable system of rep- 
resentation is the foundation of civil and 
political liberty, and whereas the pres- 
ent bill sets at defiance every principle 
of equity in representation, therefore be 
.it resolved that the present bill be with- 
drawn and one doing justice to all parts 
■ of the province be substituted therefor. ' 

Hon. Mr. Martin did not think the 
remarks of the members on the oppo- 
site side would meet with the approval 
of a majority of the electors of the 
province. In drawing up the redistrihu- 
. tion bill the government had done what 
was fair and equitable. The hon. leader 
(if the government had shown himself in 
favor of a united province. The differ- 
dices of opinion betwecu the Island and 
Mainland were dead so far as the gov- 
ernment was concerned. The bill gave 
increased representation to those por- 
tions of tlie 1 province that deserved it, 
and anyone should know that just at 
present it. was impossible to form a fair 
and satisfactory measure on a basis of 
.population. 

Mr. Kennedy claimed that he could 
not understand how any man calling 
himself a Briton could, after looking 
through this bill and seeing how the iyn- 
stituencies were divided, call the I ► ill 
"a fair and equitable one." What 
should be the principle of redistribution'.' 
Not the territorial extent, of the con- 
stituency—population was the great ba- 
sis. Where the interests of one mining 
district not the same 'a* those of an- 
■olher? Were the interests of one rural 
district: not the same as those of an- 
other, and was not the case the same 
with the cities? Although there was 
Jess to complain of in regard to the man- 
ner in which the cities had been dealt 
with. It was a remarkable fact that 
the constituencies (hat were over-rep- 
resented were all government seats. Out 
of 14,103 voters, the government had 
23 representatives, or a member to 
ovory til". The opposition out of 17,- 
~iG8 voters had 14 representatives or a 
member to every 1,210 voters. The part 
. of the bill dealing with the Cussiar, 
which called for no residential quali- 
fication on the part of a voter was most 
unfair. It left an opening which ho 
•would not accuse the government of be- 
. .'nig ' ready to take advantage of, but 
which nevertheless might be taken. The 
I • Cassiar election might, be hold back, 
and then if the government had to win 
the seats in order to retain power, any 
: pumber of electors who had voted in 
(tfjQlCt places could go up there and vote 
also. 

Mr. Keltic wont: into an extended ar- 
, gunient upon population as a basis of 
redistribution, and made comparisons, 
lie. claimed that the government had 
been afraid to face the electors on their 
policy, and had patched up this bill with 
the object of retaining power at any 
cost. He claimed that he had not been 
•consulted in tlie adjustment of the 
boundaries of his own constituency, and 
accused the Premier of having neither 
the nerve nor yet the backbone of a 
• sausage. (Laughter.) 

The Premier retorted that the mem- 
■ ber for North West Kootenay knew 
i something about: the stiffness of his 
i backbone. When he had tried for five 
years lo get appointments and had on- 
ly got one in all that time. He then 
went over to the enemy. 

Mr.. Kellie replied that ho had tried 
for fifteen mouths to get reforms in (he 
government policy, and could not get 
(hem even although they had been prom- 
ised by the Premier. 

Mr. Williams expressed some sur- 
prise at the silence of the government 
and its followers on the important ques- 
tion before the house. It was because 
it was a most extraordinary one, and 
Ihoy -cOiild not attempt its' defence, The 
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speech of the Altornoy-Gciloral had con- 
tained not one word of argument of jus- 
tification. The bill was in his opinion 
an insult to the electors of the province. 
As far back as 1S00 the people had been 
promised by (ho government redistribu- 
tion on a basis of population, but they 
had not yet received it. He knew thill 
it was vcbj" difficult to frame ri bill that 
would do justice to the entire province, 
but he quoted figures to show that: the 
government were getting further away 
all the time from the principle to he 
aimed at. If the government wished to 
bury sectional feeling, they would have 
given the Mainland a larger representa- 
tion. No one could now deny that the 
Mainland should have a larger represen- 
tation according to population than the 
Island, as the area was so much larger, 
and area had to be taken into consider- 
ation. ■ This had not been done in the 
bill before the house, and how then was 
sectional feeling to be obliterated. It 
would not be until justice was done the 
province in all tis parts. 

Hon. Col. Baker declared that if nil 
the angels in heaven were to prepare a 
redistribution bill and hand it to the 
government to present, the opposition 
would be sure to call it the most atroc- 
ious thing that was ever laid before the 
house. The government were prepared 
(o treat the bill on its merits. So little 
hud tlie leader of the opposition to say 
against: the bill that he had to repent 
himself four times on everything in or- 
der to make up a speech of any length. 
He had said that .one member in Cas- 
siar represented the same as four in 
West Kootenay. But mast, considera- 
tion not be given to other factors besides 
that of population? There were four 
factors— population, density of popula- 
tion, area, and the communication had 
by the constituency with the outside 
world. Take Cassiar as an example. It 
had at' present, a. population Of from 
2,000 to 3,000, but there was no telling 
how soon this would be increased to 
double the figures quoted. The same ap- 
plied to Hast Kootenay.' The popula- 
tion of the country was indeed expand- 
ing so rapidly that no government could 
as yet bring down a hard and fast re- 
distribution bill. The member for West 
minister city in his remarks as to Cas- 
siar had given an insight into What the 
procedure of the opposition might he 
in case they were in tlie same position as 
the government. There hud been no 
argument: against the bill except thO 
usual t ricks of the opposition. The 
senior member for Vancouver city had 
brought forward a cloud of figures that 
no one would attempt to follow intelli- 
gently. There was no doubt but that 
when the bill was thoroughly under- 
stood by the people they would be satis- 
tied with it, and this would he shown 
at the approaching elections. 

Mr. Hume followed supporting the ar- 
gument of his loader and the previous 
speakers of the opposition. lie said he 
did not believe there was otic member 
of the other side of the house who was 
not ashamed of the bill. 

Major Mutter declared that he for one 
was a member not ashamed of the bill. 
There had been a good deal of talk by 
the members of the opposition about fig- 
ures. He would give some figures. His 
constituency, Cowichrin-Alherni, had 
been compared with West Kootenay. 
The residents of his constituency, many 
of them, had lived there for thirty 
years, and long residence was a thing 
that had to or should be taken into con- 
sideration. Advantage could not be tak- 
en of the old constituencies merely to 
please now ones that were springing up. 
Me then proceeded to quote statistics 
extensively on redistribution bills in oth- 
er countries where conditions prevailed 
similar somewhat to those of British 
Columbia, and where it was shown that 
population was by no means the sole 
basis of representation. Ho justified the 
bill on this evidence, maintaining thai 
it would be manifestly unfair if Koote- 
nay with all its newcomers should re- 
ceive representation on its population. 

.Mr. Graham said a groat many com- 
parisons hud been made, and he believed 
yet more could be made. The govern- 
ment had been severely criticized, but 
there were no arguments that could ho 
advanced or statements made in regard 
to this bill that could he too severe. 

Mr. Hunter prefaced his remarks by 
saying that the senior member for Van- 
couver had again deluged the house with 
figures to support his belief that redis- 
tribution should be founded oa the vot- 
ers' list, and oa the voters' list alone. 
He had evidently not taken into con- 
sideration the elements of population 
density, area or communication. There 
was still auother element that no doubt 
also should be entertained, and this was 
the temper of the people ma king up tlio 
constituency. The hon. member hnd 
paid him the compliment of saying that 
Comox was well represented, but he 
would attribute this more to the tem- 
per of (ho people of Comox than to his 
own ability. The figures (hat had been 
adduced by (he member for Cowichiin- 
Albcrni had gone to the root of the mat- 
ter, whereas the figures of the first 
member for Vancouver had not. He 
would follow in the line of .Major Mut- 
ter, ami quote figures from the history 
of Ontario for instance. Ho was sure 
the senior member for Vancouver would 
not say that this was not about the very 
best comparison that: could be made. 
Then look at the constituency of Adding- 
ton, with its -1,000 voters and its one rep- 
resentative— and this was all that Al- 
SPJlia witii 8,000 voters hail. Wes( Kent 
had one member for 8,010 voters; North 
Kent, had 3,405, and North Brant, had 
only 2,506. Dufferin had 0,100, while 
North Lanark had 3,084. Toronto South 
had ) \,'.\2~t, and there were other, com- 
parisons equal in illustrative power. 
Take the province of Quebec and condi- 
tion's were to be found about tlie slime. 
If it was impossible to do any Better 
than (his in these old and settled prov- 
inces, how much harder must it: be in 
the newer and rapidly developing prov- 
ince of British Columbia V The North 
West Territories might also he cited as 
an example. Banff laid 'only one repre- 
sentative for 371 electors, while Batoclic 
with 117 voters had ulsft one represen- 
tative. A constituency with 583 elect- 
ors had only one member, while another 
with only 117 electors was similarly rep- 
resented. Tlie opposition hat] talked 
about the constituencies on (ho Island 
[icing the rich ones, (he easy ones to 
jfflijl. AVhy (hen did they not: secure 
them? The bill on the whole ho held 
to he ns fair a one as could be expected 
.under exirfting circumstances. Tlie gov- 
ernment had no exact idea as to what the 
population was to-day; nor could they 
have any idea of what it would be in a 
few years to come. 

Air. Sword said that the member for 
Comox had pronounced the bill as good 
as could bo expected from the present 
government. 

Mr. Hunter: "The marriageable mem- 
ber for Dewdney has misquoted mo.— 
i Laughter), 

Mr. Sword continued (hat, if (he mem- 
ber for Comox had not said this he 
would take the responsibility of (he 
statement upon himself. Jt wns as good 
a measure as might be expected from the 
present government, ami he was pro- 
ceeding to demonstrate how bad in his 
opinion (he measure really was when 
Mr. Speaker called recess. 

AFTER RECESS. 

The house resumed session nt 8:30 
and Mr. Sword continued the de- 
bate. He said the principles laid down 
by the hon. Provincial Secretary wore 
proper ones and had they boon followed 
there could have boon no obection to the 
bill; but no attempt had beeu made to 



carry any of t hem out would not 

lip into figures as the others had, but 
there was one 'gratifying thing about it 
all, this' being that the Attorney-Gener- 
al hud had the grace to appear to show 
that he was ashamed of the bill, tie 
thought the government should with- 
draw the motion, and thereby do itself 
some credit. 

Mr. Huff, the junior member for Cow- 
ichnn-Albcrni, rose to defend his own 
district more than the bill. He did not 
think that the people who elected the 
members of the opposition were as much 
in want of more representation as they 
were in need of better representation. 
(Hear, hear.) lie did not know of any 
province in the Dominion where repre- 
sentation was based on the number of 
voters. Eight years ago the people of 
Cowichan-Albcrni could not get a steam- 
boat to go there with provisions until he 
(the speaker) went to the C. P . N. Co. 
and pledged himself for $300 on every 
trip. Now the same company found it 
necessary on their own account and in 
the ordinary course of business to put an 
extra steamer on the line. This showed 
how fast the district was progressing. 
The constituency was not. over-repre- 
sented by any means. There was a large 
number of aliens there who had no votes, 
but he was informed that they wouhl 
soon be ready to take the oath of allegi- 
ance, and become voters. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley pointed out. thai, the 
whole of the charge of the opposition 
naiiinst the government was that the 
bill bad not: been prepared on a basis of 
population, which system was entirely 
wrong. He would give some history to 
show bow thi' system still adhered to 
once worked in favor of the Mainland, 
and with Kootenay in particular. At 
the time of confederation nearly all the 
population of the province was on Van- 
couver Island, and it was then arrang- 
ed that population should not be the 
basis of representation. In illustration 
of this, he called attention to tin.- faei 
that in 1S71 Kootenay had two mem- 
bers in the house, mid those were elected 
by 17 and 1.'! voters respectively. In 
187o the population had decreased, and 
the two representatives were elected by 
111 voters. In 1878 two members were 
returned by three voters. The member 
for West Kootenay had stated that the 
government had treated his part of the 
country unfairly, and he had said that 
Kootenay en a basis of population should 
have two more members. It would not 
do to go into representation purely by 
population, and Kootenay owed much of 
its success to the fact that this bad not 
been done in the jiast. The argument 
was incorrect becau.se where would Van- 
couver or Victoria be in such a case 
The cities would simply swallow iqi 
everything, and govern the country. In 
reference to Cariboo, the President of 
the Council claimed that it had a very 
large area, and two representatives were 
necessary, while in Lillooet, one inem- 
bcrycould not keep in touch with all the 
requirements of the district. Esquimalt 
although not very large in population 
had wiiie dimensions. There was n 
number; of people there who were not on 
the voters' list and consequently wen 
not represented, There was the navy 
yard and the fortifications, which were 
very important to this province. All the 
money spent on supplies for those people 
was kept in the province. 

The redistribution bill which the gov- 
ernment had brought down was framed 
to suit tlie people, and not the leader or 
members „f die opposition. He did not 
believe that even if the government 
were to accept their suggestions, and 
bring down a bill accordingly that it 
would suit the members on the other side 
of the house. They would complain be- 
cause they could not help it: it had be- 
come constitutional with them. Their 
only aim was to get on the government 
side of tlie house, and in seeking this 
they forgot the good of the country. It 
had been shown that the cities are not 
ever-represonte'd, while ' the outlaying 
districts were thoroughly protected. The 
senior member for Vancouver had char- 
acterized the bill as a most extraordin- 
ary one, and he had been very well ans- 
wered by figures from the province of 
Ontario — that province where he seemed 
to think nothing wrong could be done. 
In reference to Cassiar, it would be man- 
ifestly unfair if some special regulations 
were not provided. A Iiirgo number of 
people from New Westminster, Yancouv- 
vor and Victoria wore going there to 
develop the country, and they should not 
on this account be deprived of their 
votes. It. was insinuated that the gov- 
ernment could control their votes and 
that this was the object or that part of 
the bill. How could the government 
control their votes any more than the 
opposition? It was stated ia the house 
duriiiK the afternoon (hat (ho late Hon. 
Mr. Robson had in 1800 promised that a 
redistribution bill would bo brought 
down on a basis of population. He did 
not believe (hat such a promise had 
ever been given, but ho remembered 
that in 1804 when tie hill was brought 
down on similar lines to those of the 
measure now before the house the hon.

member for West Kootenay had voted 
for it. It could not he" expected that 
tilt? lender of the opposition would be 
Biitisfled with the bill, but it would be 
found that the people would be thorough- 
ly well pleased with it. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kidd said that the electors of tho 
province were too fair-minded to support 
the government in such a measure as 
this that they had now brought down 
and which would be shown when the 
elections came round. Figures had dem- 
onstrated that nn unequal representation 
had been provided for. The Attorney- 
General had declared that it was 11 fair 
bill, ami that statement had been repeat- 
ed by all others on tin; government side 
of . the house without any argument to 
support it. The Provincial Secretary had 
outlined tin? proper basis, but, he had not 
shown the bill to be fair on thai basis. 

Hon. Col. Baker remarked that that 
was self-evident. 

Mr. Kidd replied that he was afraid it 
would not be self-evident to the elec- 
tors. The member for Compk had said 
that one of the most important factors 
to be taken into consideration in the 
framing of a redistribution bill was the 
temper of the people. 

Mr. Hunter corrected the member for 
Richmond, informing him that what he 
nad said was that it might la? well to 
Hike the temper of the people into con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Kidd continued that there deemed 
to be no doubt lmt. that the government 
in drafting the hill had an eye to what 
the. temper of the people would be at 
the next, election. 

Mr. Macpherson said that the dis- 
graceful arguments of the members on 
the government side of the house in 
support of the bill demanded refutation. 
Such arguments as the "temper of the 
people" by the member for Coraox, and 
"long residence" by tho senior member 
for Cowichan-Alberni, were in keeping 
with the heterogeneous list, of reasons 
given by those on tin; opposite side of 
tin? chamber. The hill was called a re- 
distribution bill, but there was no re- 
distribution in it. It simply added to 
the present representation, and when 
tin? people understood it a howl would 
go up from one end of the country to 
the other. Did the member for CofflOX 
mean when he referred to the temper of 
the people that the government knew 
where tin.' people were favorable to, 
them, and that they had framed the bill 
to provide extra representation there. 
It looked very much as though this was 
what had really been meant. He found 
that all the figures quoted that the bill 
was most unjust, and that it did not 
carry out that principle which the Pro- 
vincial Secretary had laid down— not in 
a single element. The senior member 
for Cowichan-Alberni had argued that 
the length of residence in a constituency 
should entitle people to more considera- 
tion than newcomers. Would he want 
to base the right to vote on tin? same 
principle? And the right to represent 
alsoV If so, would he he in this house 
himself V No. For he was not an old 
resident, of that district. The bill had 
been framed simply to help the govern- 
ment back into power, but they would 
And that, they could not get back on 
such low tricks of knavery as that. The 
bill could not he defended on tho grounds 
of fairness or canity, and if the govern- 
ment would only consider their own in- 
terests they would withdraw it. The 
speaker said that he had received infor- 
mation to the effect that supporters of 
the government disapproved of the bill, 
and he read from the Rosslund Miner of 
April I'd, which he claimed was u gov- 
ernment organ, a criticism of it. 

Mr. Adams thought' that tho members 
of the opposition had iost an opportunity 
such as they had not had for some time 
pnst. They asked the government to 
withdraw the bill and present another; 
they always did ask some unreasonable 
things. If they intended to serve the 
country ill a proper manner and were 
capable of it they should in all the spare 
time which th'ey had cused for caucuses 
have drawn up a bill of their own. I 
they had done this and moved it as an 
amendment they would have done some- 
thing, but by not. doing so they had 
shown that, they did not feci equal to 
the occasion of bringing down a bill 
themselves. They asked the government 
to bring down another. 

Mr. Higgins had listened to the argu- 
ments on both sides of the house and 
thought that both sides of he question 
had been fairly well covered. He would 
not. have risen had it not been for some 
thrusts made at Esquimalt. Simple jus- 
tice had been done to Esquimau, and 
nothing more. He proceeded to de- 
scribe the great: commercial possibilities 
of this, constituency. Taking the bill 
as a whole, the government might per-, 
hups have done better— but they also 
might have done much worse. He would 
not vote for the amendment, nor would 
he vote against the bill. 

The amendment was then put to the 
house and defeated on 11 vote of 17, to 
V2, Mr. Higgins voting with the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Forster then rose to speak to the 
original motion. lie had taken notes 
enough, he said, to keep hiill "going af' 
night" in reply to arguments 011 the gov- 
ernment side of the house, but this would 
only be repeating what, others nad nl 
ready said. lie went into general House 
of the bill nnd wanted to know if the At- 
torney-General knew what represen i,i- 
tion meant to tho Auglo-Saxod people? 
Did he know the story th.it Butish his- 
tory had to tell— how great pcopl- 1 had 
laid down their lives and shed their blood 
for the right to he represented; Mo 
wou'd like the Attorney-General to study 
••. little history, and find out where he 
stood. 

Dr. Walkem had heard a gre.il many 
funeral orations during the day. and he 
wanted f to say that the pr.i/ic lib's Hid 
down in the bill were the same princi- 
ples that had been advocated ny the op- 
position four years ngo, tho last mem- 
ber who had spoken as well the mem- 
ber for Richmond having' been among 
those who advocated it. This wis when 
in 1804 they drew up their platform 
and gave it. to the public. Me read from 
the News-Advertiser to show exactly 
what .'that platform was, and on-; d? the 
principles was that thinly setCed dis- 
tricts should received a strong represen- 
tation. This was the same principle as 
was everywhere displayed in the bill 
now before the house, and it was the 
member for Richmond who had staled 
that it was a platform that any man 
might be proud of. It had been asked 
why was the piece 1 taken off South Na- 
nainio. This had been done in tho in- 
terests of'the workihgmen. The opposi- 
tion members might laugh, but this was 
true. If those workinginen «had remain- 
ed in that constituency they would not 
have been allowed to vote as they wish- 
ed to. In that strip of territory that 
had been taken oft there were embraced 
seventy-live or eighty men who were 
employees of the New Vancouver Oonl 
Co. and that company had made it 'a 
personal matter, because he (the upon le- 
er) was not in favor with then), Those 
men had now been put where they could 
vote haw they liked without, fear of be- 
ing discharged. The members of the 
opposition hud no case against the bill,' 
and knowing this they pitched in to 
abuse the government. It was the old 
story. 

Mr. Kennedy asked the member- Tor 
South Nunnimo if he thought one voter 



I in South Nanainio equal to four in East 
Yale. 

The member for South Nanainio replied 
that one man in his constituency did 
represent in commercial interests as 
much as four men in East Yale. 

Messrs. Vedder and Graham opposed 
the motion for the second reading of 
the hill, and Hon. Mr. Martin refuted 
the arguments advanced, the vote being 
reached at 12:20, and neither the Pre-; 
mier nor Mr. Cotton being heard from. 
The second reading was carried on si di- 
vision of 11 to 10. Mr. Higgins voting 
with the government. 

When the house adjourned it was to 
2:30 on Monday.

Here nnd there about town yesterday 
were to be found little groups iu the 
middle of the street listening with intent 
interest to what one or two men in furs 
had to say about the Yukon. The live 
arrivals from Dawson by the steamer 
Centennial were everywhere coralled by 
curious ones who never ceased catechiz- 
ing them. J. \V. Forest, his son J. L. 
Forest, and M. C. Cameron, of Seattle, 
who left Dawson City on the 14th of 
March, were among them and as each 
had a few nuggets to exhibit, having 
between them something like $1,200 in 
gold, their every movement seemed to 
attract attention. Mr. Forest, sr., is the 
bearer of the latest important news of 
the North. He says that three days 
before he left for the Coast Jack Mont 
gomery, a man well known and respected 
by all the miners and a man noted also 
for his veracity, arrived at Dawson and 
reported that a new strike had been made 
on Dominion creek, yielding $48 to the 
pan. The discovery was made on pro- 
party owned by Big Alex. McDonald, 
the King of the Klondike, and the 
president and manager of the syndicate 
operating all the principal claims on Do 
minion creek. The exact location of this 
new claim Mr. Forest cannot remember 
but ho thinks it is pretty far up stream 
Like many other arrivals from tin 
North Mr. Forest is greatly impressed 
with the importance of Dominion creek, 
believing it will equal if not excel in 
richness even the El Dorado. On Lovett 
creek, a tributary of the Bonanza and 
six miles from Dawson, Mr. Forest and 
his son own two claims and one of thes 
he has now placed on the market a 
$15,000, These claims have not been 
developed as the owner's party have 
been engaged chiefly in prospecting and 
what they have now in gold was obtain- 
ed principally in prospecting Cameron 
creek. The best pay dirt found on Lov- 
ett creek has given .?2 to the pan, but 
the average is $1.30. 

"Both my claims are good," said Mr. 
Forest, "and I care not which one I sell 
as I am anxious to go back and work 
one of them myself. 1 went into the Yu 
kon country in August last year and I 
expect to return iu about six weeks. In 
addition, to the claims my son and 
own on Lovett creek we have two claim 
on Swedish Gulch and one on Burnam 
creek. The latter stream is a tributary 
of the Dominion, being newly worked 
but I don't think the pay streak on 
has yet been struck. It is a stream 25 
or 30 miles long and 75 claims have 
been staked off, there being 500 feet to 
the claim. The pay dirt is turning 
out 80 cents to the pan. Swedish creek 
is yielding $2.40 to the pan. The stream 
was first worked by Norwegians who on 
making their first discoveries endeavored 
to buy all available claims. They kept 
their success as secret in order to' mak 
cheap purchases, but they were nippei 
in their scheme and Americans flocking 
to the locality in great numbers took a 
hand in the spoils. 

"I own still one other claim at 9S 
above discovery on Keindeer creek, 
which flows into the Yukon just above 
Dawson. Prospecting here just begun 
about the first of March and from 18 
to 20 cents a pan in gold is being found. 
If 1 knew what I know about the coun- 
try when I first entered it. I might have 
had a good many more rich claims. The 
country is a good one and I found that 
while I was in it I could eat anvthing 
almost, and it quite agreed with me, but 
down here it is different. It was said at 
Dawson, but I could not vouch for the 
report that there was $3,000,000 in gold 
that is now available and I believe that 
after the washing, which I think will b» 
about finished by July 10th, there will 
be .Ho, 000,000 in gold ready for ship- 
ment. We heard nothing of the new 
licenses issued to miners at Dawson 

On our way out we met Major Walsh 
i>:> miles below the Pelly river, working 
ins way 111 to Dawson with the mail. In 
fact we met eight dog teams hauling 
tjauadian mail on our journey to tin 
Coast and all were making good pro 
gress, two being about ten miles this 
side of the Pelly and two at the White 
Horse rapids. The latter expected t< 
reach the foot of Lake Le Barge and 
there remain until further progress could 
be made by water. They will be able 
to get down the lakes by the 20th of 
May. A party of forty Mounted Police 
we met on Lake Marsh anil these ex- 
pected to make Le Barge before travel 
broke up on the trails. 

"T h £ re -, waa four in our party when 
we left Dawson and the absent member, 
1j. lJurocher, is down in Seattle, expect 
in advance of us. I took sick on the 
journey at Lake Le Barge and when we 
readied Sharps camp we learned he bad 
already started for home."

It is supposed that the of- 
fenders are Chinamen and the local 
police are following up the clue in New 
Westminster, whither the .Mongolians 
are thought to have fled with their 
booty. 

As is sometimes the case in Vancouver 
the "Mysterious Mr. Bugle" Company, 
one of the best comedy companies that 
has yet visited Vancouver, drew only a 
fair-sized houses, while much inferior 
shows have played to immense au- 
diences.
